Health Center Patients

To celebrate it’s first year in a new 
location, the MWC Health Center 
has added new services and policies 
designed to assist the ever-ailing 
student population. 

According to a prominent health 
employee who has served the center 
for 20 years, the medical staff at the 
infirmary is making efforts to speed 
the health care process, triple the 
number of throat cultures given and 
change the admittance policy at the 
center. 

“These changes are in response to 
the epidemic of ’84, “said Dr. Earma 
Underman. The Health Center is 
adopting an assembly-line procedure 
that will reduce the amount of time 
spent on individual student care to 
approximately three minutes. This 
system will enable the infirmary to 
handle wide-spread illness on a daily 
basis and will increase costs only 25 
percent. 

Upon entering the Health Center, 
the student must now sign a state- 
ment releasing the medical personnel 
of all responsibility for their actions. 


Treatment follows in this order: 
throat cultures for all students 
prescriptions of antibiotics. The in- 
firmary will not refuse drugs to any 
student on the basis of type of illness 
or past medical history. 

Those students with sprained or 
broken bones will be transported to 
Mary Washington Hospital in 
groups of no less than 50. “This 
should help cut transportation 
costs,” said Underman. 

Patients with more severe breaks 
or concussions, etc., that need im- 
mediate attention will either be am- 
putated or put to sleep. 

The overnight policy in the infir- 
mary has been modified as well. No 
student will be admitted to the infir- 
mary unless his temperature is at 
least 105 degrees. 

“One important note,” said Under- 
man, “ is that the new procedures 
will not take effect until the spring of 
1985, allowing the current staff to 
adjust to changes in routine.” 

Associate Dean of Students, Bill
